Home  repairs 

A  critical  need  for  capital  funding  for  higher 
education  exists  throughout  the  nation.  The 
July  27.  1988,  issue  of  the  Chronicle  of 
Higher  Education  reports  a  survey  that 
found  "Colleges  and  universities  need  to 
spend  at  least  $20  billion  if  they  hope  to 
save  their  crumbling  and  outdated 
buildings." 

Across  the  country,  many  structures  that 
need  improvement  were  built  in  the  fifties 
and  sixties  during  an  era  of  rapidly 
expanding  enrollment.  As  the  Chronicle 
points  out,  "The  decline  of  these  structures 
was  hastened  in  the  1970s,  when  high 
inflation  forced  colleges  to  cut  their 
maintenance  budgets  in  favor  of  academic 
programs  and  faculty  salaries."  The  problem 
of  long-neglected  upkeep  is  exacerbated  by 
the  need  to  modernize  buildings  for  new 
safety  standards  and  new  technologies. 


Recently,  a  report  on  State  System  of  Higher 
Education  facilities  revealed  that,  of  the 
system's  686  structures,  seventy  percent  of 
the  educational  buildings  and  ninety  percent 
of  the  auxiliary  buildings  (residence  halls, 
dining  centers,  etc.)  have  been  built  since 
1956.  Needed  renovation  of  SSHE  structures 
amounts  to  about  $20  million  annually.  At 
the  moment,  however,  the  renovation 
backlog  of  system  buildings  is  approaching 
$200  million.  The  average  capital  renewal 
requirement  of  SSHE  institutions  for  the 
next  five  years  is  estimated  at  $79  million, 
with  an  additional  $87  million  needed  to 
meet  average  capital  construction  support 
requirements  for  the  same  period. 

Of  IUP's  sixty-four  buildings,  seventy-four 
percent  of  the  educational  structures  and 
ninety-nine  percent  of  the  auxiliary  buildings 
have  been  erected  since  1956.  In  the  current 
fiscal  year  and  in  the  last  one.  IUP  received 
only  $1.6  million  each  year  for  repair  and 
renovation  projects.  The  significance  of  this 
allocation  is  clear  when  you  consider  that 
our  current  backlog  oi  repair  and  renovation 
projects  totals  about  $20  million. 


With  the  single  exception  of  funds  to  furnish 
and  equip  Johnson  Hall  in  1984.  IUP  has 
not  received  any  capital  funds  since  1982. 
Our  capital  budget  requests  for  each  of  the 
past  two  years  have  exceeded  $30  million, 
and  our  request  for  fiscal  year  1989-90  is  at 
$58,480,944. 

IUP  has  been  forced  to  apply  operational 
funds  to  only  the  most  pressing  needs  in 
order  to  maintain  its  utility  infrastructure  and 
the  integrity  of  its  buildings.  Examples  of 
this  are  the  restoration  of  Waller  Hall  and 
the  renovation  of  the  ground  floor  of 
Ackerman  Hall.  Both  projects  help  to  meet 
the  needs  of  new  and  growing  academic 
programs. 

The  lack  of  funding  for  repair  and 
renovation  projects,  however,  as  well  as  for 
capital  projects,  is  a  very  serious  problem. 
As  every  homeowner  knows,  small  repairs 
not  made  when  they're  needed  often 
necessitate  large  repairs  later  on.  Ultimately, 
the  money  it  takes  to  restore  a  badly 
deteriorated  structure  is  much  greater  than 
the  total  cost  of  those  small  repairs. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Governor  Robert 
Casey  has  taken  an  initial  step  to  recognize 
this  very  serious  problem  by  signing  Act  1 13 
of  1988.  a  bill  that  includes  more  than  $160 
million  in  capital  projects  for  SSHE.  Also 
part  of  the  bill  is  a  new  S 10. 3-million 
College  of  Business  classroom  building  for 
IUP. 

It  is  now  necessary  that  the  executive  branch 
release  funds  for  these  projects  so  that  work 
can  begin.  Of  $3.8  million  allocated  to 
SSHE  for  repair  and  renovation.  IUP  should 
realize  about  $500,000.  While  these 
allocations  will  begin  to  resolve  what  is 
rapidly  becoming  a  crisis  for  SSHE 
institutions,  more  must  be  done  quickly. 

Please  add  your  voice  in  support  of  this 
critical  need.  If  you  live  in  Pennsylvania, 
please  discuss  the  issue  with  community 
leaders,  legislators,  and  members  of  the 
executive  branch.  If  you  live  outside  the 
state,  please  urge  your  friends  and  relatives 
in  Pennsylvania  to  take  this  action.  Your 
university  needs  your  help.

Professor  says  danger  may 
lurk  at  ATMs 

In  response  to  a  suggestion  from  IUP 
criminology  professor  Dr.  R.  Paul 
McCauley,  ABC's  20/20  last  summer 
focused  on  crime  connected  with  the  use 
of  automated  teller  machines. 

McCauley  is  concerned  about  the  safety 
of  ATM  users.  He  pointed  out  to  the 
producers  of  20120  that  even  someone 
like  Houston  Oiler  defensive  lineman 
Wilson  Whitley,  who  weighs  265 
pounds,  is  not  an  implausible  ATM 
violent  crime  victim.  Whitley  was  found 
unconscious  after  an  attack  that  took 
place  at  an  ATM  site. 

Now  McCauley  is  researching  the 
problem  of  security  as  it  relates  to 
automated  teller  machines  on  the  IUP 
campus.  He  hopes  to  obtain  funding  for 
similar  research  at  all  fourteen  campuses 
of  the  State  System  of  Higher 
Education.

Indians  post  8-3  record, 
host  first  NCAA  playoff 
game 

Millersville  arrived  as  a  seven-point 
underdog  with  a  9-1  record  in 
November  to  meet  the  Indians  in  the 
first  NCAA  Division  II  playoff  game 
ever  hosted  by  IUP.  When  the 
Marauders  left,  it  was  as  victors,  with  a 
27-24  score,  but  their  coach.  Gene 
Carpenter,  called  the  Indians  "the  finest 
team  we've  ever  faced... and  we've 
played  [Division  I-AA]  Lehigh." 

The  Indians  outgained  the  Marauders 
424-248  as  quarterback  Jim  Pehanick 
(Moscow/Mt.  Pocono)  threw  three 
interceptions  and  the  Indians  lost  two 
fumbles.  In  the  end,  only  seven  points 
kept  the  8-3  Indians  from  an  undefeated 
season,  as  they  lost  20-17  to  Portland 
State  in  Oregon  and  24-23  to 
Shippensburg. 

Coach  Frank  Cignetti's  team  was 
nationally  ranked  (as  high  as  third)  for 
much  of  the  campaign  and  fielded  one 
of  the  top  defenses  in  the  country.  In 
addition  to  Pehanick.  individual  players 
that  enjoyed  a  banner  year  were  Steve 
Girting  (Midland/Western  Beaver)  and 
Paul  Palamara  (Plum),  receiver  Andrew 
Hill  (New  Brighton),  linebacker  Kevin 
McMullan  (Dumont.  N.J.).  twins  Dean 
and  Darren  Cottrill  (Upper  St.  Clair)  at 
linebacker  and  strong  safety,  kicker 
John  Sandstrom  (Eighty-Four/Canon- 
McMillan),  and  punter  Bob  Fulton 
(Clarksburg  Saltsburg). 


Fall  sports  shorts 

•  Men's  and  women's  cross  country 
teams  both  qualified  for  the  NCAA  II 
national  championship  meet  at 
Mississippi  College.  Hosting  the  NCAA 
Eastern  regional  title  meet,  the  men 
finished  fourth  among  the  thirty-six 
teams  entered.  Howie  Miller  (Butler) 
paced  what  Coach  Ed  Fry  called  a  true 
team  effort  by  placing  tenth 
individually.  IUP's  women  rated  second 
among  the  thirty-four  teams,  following 
only  Navy  and  upsetting  Army.  Sara 
Pickering  (Indiana)  ran  through  a 
driving  rainstorm  to  place  fourth 
individually  in  the  race. 

•  Field  hockey  achieved  a  10-8  record, 
thanks  to  four  straight  season-ending 
wins,  three  by  shutout.  Kim  Simon 
(Barto/Boyertown)  was  the  scoring 
leader,  and  goalie  Jennifer  Walters 

( Mechanicsburg/Cumberland  Valley) 
was  the  defensive  star. 

•  Golf,  while  playing  the  greater  part 
of  its  season  in  the  spring,  placed  fifth 
among  nineteen  teams  at  the  ECAC  fall 
tournament,  after  winning  the  twenty- 
team  (including  Penn  State  and  Temple) 
ECAC  Southern  qualifier.  Dave  Myers 
(Pleasant  Gap/Bellefonte)  tied  for 
medalist  at  the  latter. 

•  Tom  Campisano's  rifle  team  opened 
its  schedule  with  a  6-0  mark.  John 
Milavec  (Johnstown/Conemaugh  Valley) 
and  Heather  Shannon  (Peters  Township) 
were  the  most  accurate  sharpshooters.
